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In memory of a victim 
Tree planted in honor of murdered girl

Tears, sniffles and anger were 
evident Tuesday morning as a 
tree was dedicated to the 
memory of a former Granite 
City High School girl who was 
murdered earlier this year in 
Spanish Lake, Mo. 

About 75 friends, faculty, 
fellow students, military 
personnel and family members 
attended the 15-minute 
dedication ceremony in front of 
the high school, honoring 
Frances Paciencia. 

~The body of 15-year-old 
Frances Paciencia was 
discovered May 15 in the back 
room of Mac’s Donuts, 12131 
Bellefontaine Road, where she 
Was employed. She had been 
strangled to death. 


Last week, school officials 
unveiled a tree honoring 
Frances’ memory. A photograph 
of the fallen girl leaned against 
the tree. 

A permanent plaque beneath 
the tree reads: ‘She made us 
laugh. She brought joy to each 
life she touched.”” 

Several of the fallen girl’s 
comrades squeezed stuffed 
animals as the ceremony took 
place — a reminder that these 
aré still children, attempting to 
deal with the loss of a close 
friend. 

Fighting back tears, Frances’ 
father, Master Sgt. Joe 
Paciencia, said that ‘‘it is 
difficult to see her (picture) 
here. I know that she wanted 
very badly to be 4 part of the 
graduating class of 1995.”” 

“] just wish we could bring 


her back,” he said after the 
ceremony 

“But that isn’t possible. Now I 
would like to see justice done."’ 

A 15-year-old St. Louis boy has 
been charged with first-degree 
murder in connection with the 
slaying. 

Master Sgt. Paciencia said 
that he has not seen pictures of 
his daughter's body after she 
was beaten and strangled, but 
the prosecutor in the case has 
told him that the murder was

DCFS delays revealed 
in dealing with child 


all of May to transfer Michael's 
case file from the Jerseyville 
office to Alton. 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
Department of Children and 
Family Services reportedly 
checked on the welfare of 
Michael Cecil only once in the 
3'2 months before his death. 

The appeal hearing of a fired 
DCFS supervisor also revealed 
Monday that it took DCFS a 
month to transfer the file of the 
3-year-old after his family 
moved to East Alton and then 
Wood River, where he died from 
a beating. 

In addition, an Alton 
caseworker did not follow up 
when Michael was treated at an 
Alton hospital for a head injury. 

Michael died Aug. 15, and a 
DCFS caseworker and 
supervisor who investigated an 
abuse allegation when the family 
lived in Roodhouse were fired 

The supervisor, Shelby Mudd, 
is appealing the firing. An 
administrative law judge will 
make a recommendation to the 
Civil Service Commission. 

Caseworker Frank Myers, who 
worked out of the Jerseyville 
DCFS office, and Mudd were 
assigned to investigate Michael's 
welfare in January after the 
department concluded there was 
evidence the boyfriend of 
Michael's mother, Kathy Cecil, 
was involved in the death of 
another child in Roodhouse. 

Myers, who also was fired in 
the case, investigated a broken 

arm suffered by Michael in April 
and concluded there was no sign 
of abuse and Mudd signed off on 
the report, apparently without 
reading it. 

Kathy Cecil and her boyfriend, 
Keith Bennett, have been 
charged with first-degree 
murder in Michael's death. 

Mudd's appeal was dealt a 
setback Monday when the law 
judge ruled that the DCFS 
handling of the case after the 
broken arm in April will not be 
considered. The judge allowed 
Mudd's attorney, Carl Draper, to 
enter into the record the 
contentions so they could be 
considered in further appeals. 

Draper has pointed to what he 
called ‘‘other breakdown: 
within the agency and claims his 
client was unjustifiably made a 
scapegoat for Michael's death 
because of publicity. 

The law judge prevented 
Draper from posing all his | 
questions to James Searcy, the 
caseworker in the DCFS Alton 
office assigned to Michael Cecil 
on June 1. 

Draper said DCFS records

McCartney also praised 
Mudd’s expertise and 
conscientiousness as a 
supervisor of child-abuse 
investigators. 

Betsy Henson, a homemaker 
specialist who works for an 
agency under contract, testified 
Monday that she saw no 
evidence of abuse or, neglect in 
her-visits to the Roodhouse home 
from January to April. 

She said Michael was “a 
happy child. ... He never seemed 
afraid, even of Keith.””

Publisher's work unfinished, speakers say 


Born Nov. 9, 1802, Lovejoy 
graduated from Waterville Col 
lege (now Colby College) in 
Waterville, Maine. A teacher 
and minister, he became editor 
and publisher of an anti-slavery 
newspaper in St. Louis, moving 
it to,Alton after encountering 
opposition there 

Lovejoy was shot to death in 
Alton Nov. 7, 1837, whiledefend- 
ing the newspaper against a pro- 
slavery mob. 

Hawthorne said Lovejoy’s 
martyrdom shocked the nation 
and m ated others to keep his 
anti-slavery legacy alive. 

“Oftentimes — catastrophic 
events, some of which have 
resulted in deaths, have motivat- 
ed men and women of good will 
to rally their voices and forces 
through free speech toward posi- 
tive change,’ Hawthorne said.

‘Free’ health care would be costly 


TO THE EDITOR: 

President Clinton said the other day that his plan to finance the 
bulk of his health plans with funds from profitable businesses would 
free up unions to bargain for wages instead of for medical benefits. 

This seems to be an asinine statement to me. Does he think that 
the government can remove money from the pot and it will fill up 
again, so that the amount the unions are bargaining for would not be 
decreased? 

In fact, the proposed payroll premium of 7.9 percent of payroll 
would compete directly with any yroll increase. It would eliminate 
the ability of the unions to tailor a medical plan suited to the 
members’ needs. 

It would punish those businesses which have managed to find ways 
to become profitable. 

‘And the proposed subsidy to poor businesses would effectively 
reward those which have not been managed well, are inefficient, or 
are just not dynamic enough to attain such profitability. 

This would be debilitating to the growth of American businesses. 
And, of course, this subsidy would be paid by us in the form of 


taxes. 

‘All those things would be done to avoid using the words “tax 
increase.” 9 does he think he is kidding? 

‘All businesses have to maintain a certain profit margin to attract 
investors, pay employee wages and benefits, and invest in new equip- 
ment and expansion. 

Whenever a tax is levied against them, they have a few choices: 

1. They can add the cost to the product, in which case the con- 
sumer pays the tax anyway, only in a different manner. 

2. They can cheapen the product if that is possible, and the con- 
sumer is cheated. 

3. ‘They can try to become more efficient, which generally means 
cutting the work force to compensate for the extra cost and hope 
they can remain in business wil the cut. This will put more workers 
on unemployment and more tax money will be needed for unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

¢ If the first three avenues are not open or they are not effective, 
the only other avenue is a dying business. 

Anyone who believes that the government can handle health care 
and make it efficient has been living in a different country for the 
last 25 years 

Anyone who believes that any service can be made free to the 
public without the cost of that service exploding is living in the 
clouds. This, of course, would explain the first belief.

Dunstan of Troy has indicated 
he will approach municipal offi- 
cials throughout the: county 
about teaming up to present a 
united front in negotiations with 
all cable companies in Madison 
County. 

“Ultimately, it might be worth 
it to try to get a uniform cable 
rate for the entire county,” said 
Dunstan, though both he and 
Monday ‘conceded that involving 
city and village officials would 
likely be a huge task. Each 
municipality has a separate 
franchise agreement with the 
cable company in its area, which 
means dozens of contracts with 
several different companies. 

If county officials decide to get

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Milk producers are taking a 
wary stance on a dairy hormone 
recently approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

Developed by Monsanto Co. of 
St. Louis, the hormone Posilac 
could increase a cow’s milk pro- 
duction up to 20 percent. 

“I'd really like to see it prov- 
en first,” Fieldon dairy producer 
Richard Goetten said. “I don’t 
think we'll go into it. There 
might be side effects to the live- 
stock.’” 

Henry Zoelzer, a dairy farmer 
in Moro, agreed. 

“I’m not planning on using it,” 
he said. “I just don’t know 
enough about it, and I heard 
there might be side effects. 
There’s no doubt that they will 
milk more, but the cows might 
not last as long.” 

Zoelzer said unlike some dairy 
producers who milk their cows 
for a few years and then ship 
them off to be sold for beef, he 
is concerned about his animals’ 
long-term well-being. 

“We probably have cows run- 
ning around here that are 10 or 
20 years old,” he said. “We want 
our cows to last.” 

Monsanto scientists have been 
developing Posilac since the ear- 
y 1980s. A bovine somatotropin, 
the hormone is a genetically 
engineered copy of a protein nat- 
urally produced in cows’ pitu- 
itary glands. 

At least three other companies 
are working on similar products. 

A 90-day moratorium has been 
imposed on sales of the hormone 
to satisfy critics worried about 
the economic impact on small 

dairy jucers as well as possi- 
ble side effects. 

But Monsanto is emphatic 
about Posilac’s safety. 

Spokeswoman Lisa Watson 
noted that ‘every health authori- 


ty who has looked at this prod- 
uct has stood up and said this is 
safe. 

*“Consumers should be confi- 
dent that the milk and meat is 
the same in every way as from 
animals not using (Posilac).” 

Watson added that the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association and the 
American Medical Association 
have said the hormone is safe. 

““You have to rely on the fed- 
eral government to safeguard 
the food supply,” said Sue Kun- 
stmann, spokeswoman for 
Schnuck Markets of St. Louis, 
which operates its own Mid 
States Dairy. ‘‘This hormone has 
been tested for 10 years and has 
been shown to be safe. I think 
werhave to accept the decision of 
the FDA."" 

Kunstmann said if Posilac is 
approved after the 90-day wait- 
ing period, retailers will have no 
choice on carrying products 
from hormone-treated cows. 

“At that point, we are not 
going to have any real means of 
determining what suppliers of 
our products are using, and 
there's no way to test for it, so I 
don't know if retailers have any 
choice but to accept it.” 

The FDA has said it would not 
require special labeling for prod- 
ucts from cows treated with the 
hormone. 

“Tf it’s been determined to be 
safe; it’s up to the farmers to 
decide to use it,'’ Kunstmann 
said. 

Prairie Farms spokesmen 
Gary Lee said the Carlinville 
company is taking a wait-and- 
see attitude. 

“Obviously, we would have a 
problem with anything that 
would cause the consumer to 
wonder about the wholesomeness 
of milk,’’ Lee said.
